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FOREWORD 


St. James’s Auctions is pleased to present auction 66 as the Official 2022 Coinex Auction. 


The sale is comprised of three sections: The Proof Sale, The Royal Berkshire Sovereign and Great Engravers 
Part I, and the General Sale. 


The Proof Sale is most unusual and features some superb rarities. We are pleased to offer for sale the excessively 
rare 1834 pattern crown of William IV (lot 13). It was made according to the law of 1800 which insisted that 
a few examples of the coinage would be maintained in the museums to which they were sold. It was never the 
intention to provide collectors with these coins, only the institutions. It is literally hundreds of times rarer than 
the 1831 W. Wyon type crown, and example of which was sold for £88,000 in July 2022. The Proof Sale also 
offers a ‘Gothic’ crown of Victoria, which is certified and graded by NGC as Proof 63 Cameo (lot 25). Created 
by the engraver William Wyon at the very height of his career, the portrait design is a stunning rendition of 
the young queen. Another coin of Victoria is issued in the 1839 bronzed proof penny, which is an exceptional 
example certified and graded by NGC as Proof 67 Brown (lot 38). It is the highest grade awarded by NGC for 
this coin. We are also pleased to offer the exceedingly rare gold proof token of Wilson and Younge of Sheffield 
(lot 121). The token has a value of a half guinea and was made in 1812, although it is unclear as to why a token 
of this value was produced. 


The Royal Berkshire Sovereign and Great Engravers Collection Part I comprises the second part of this sale. 
The Great Engravers coins from the Royal Mint are divided into sections of their issue: Una and the Lion, after 
the famous Una and the Lion five pounds of William Wyon (lots 125 and 126); The Three Graces after the 
pattern crown of William Wyon (lots 127-133); The Gothic Crown Obverse & Reverse (obverse: lots 134-141, 
reverse: lots 142-147). It is worth noting the interesting varieties within the collection, for example, the gold 
proof two hundred pounds commemorating the reverse of the Gothic crown, which has the rare plain edge, 
is one of only 131 minted (lot 143). Likewise, the impressive gold proof five hundred pounds of 2021 weighs 
10o0z. and is one of only 56 minted (lot 142). The collection also features older coins, in the form of guineas and 
five pound pieces. There are also coins issued for the recent Platinum Jubilee of Queen Elizabeth H, including a 
superb set comprised of gold proof five pounds to penny (lot 211), and the piedfort gold proof set comprised 
of five pounds to quarter sovereign (lot 212). 


The final section of this sale commences with a good range of ancient gold coins, including some very rare 
pieces, as well as a selection of Islamic coins. The British coin section includes an Edward HI noble of the 
Treaty period, in an extremely rare variety (lot 252). We are also pleased to offer two five guinea pieces for sale: 
one of Charles I dated 1679, and a second of William and Mary of 1692 (lots 270 and 274). Also offered is the 
extremely rare penny of Victoria dated 1860, with the E over P in PENNY error (lot 312). It is the finest of only 
3 or 4 known examples of this variety. A superb piece. The world coin section features a good group of rare 
Indian coins (lots 377-409), as well as some very rare Swiss coins. The Swiss undated gold krone is the second 
highest graded example (lot 431). We are also offering a gold one hundred francs, 1925B certified and graded 
by NGC as Mint State 65 (lot 432). The medal section features the presentation medal awarded by the Prince of 
Wales (later George III) to his doctor David Middleton (lot 443). The medal is one of only two known in gold 
and it featured in the recent publication 150 Greatest Rarities published 2022.

Linecar and Stone referred to this as a pattern, but in reality it is a Proof of Record, sometimes called a VIP Proof, 
made according to the law of 1800 so as to assure that a few examples of the coinage would be maintained in museums, 
to which typically they were sold during the 19th century. The intention was not to provide collectors with these coins, 
but rather institutions. This 1834 crown is literally hundreds of times rarer than the 1831 proof crown issued in the 
Coronation sets, and it’s magnificent - in fact, the ultimate acquisition among coins of this reign.

The longer Victoria reigned, the more she became the embodiment of the majesty of Great Britain. The Golden Jubilee 
of 1887 was an occasion for sumptuous pageantry. It was celebrated on 20th June 1887 on the occasion of the fiftieth 
anniversary of Queen Victoria’s accession on 20 June 1837. On the day of the celebrations the Queen had breakfast 
outdoors under the trees at Frogmore, where her beloved consort Prince Albert had been buried. She then travelled 
by train from Windsor Station to Paddington, and then to Buckingham Palace for a special banquet later that day. The 
following day she travelled in an open carriage to Westminster Abbey, escorted by colonial Indian cavalry. During 
prayers for the Queen at the Abbey a beam of sunlight fell upon her bowed head, which the future Queen Liliuokalani 
of Hawaii noted as a mark of ‘divine favour!’. On her return to the Palace, Victoria appeared on the balcony and was 
cheered by the crowd. In the five decades since the death of William IV, Victoria had established the monarchy as a 
grand British institution for the foreseeable future, by her strong devotion to duty, and a feeling for the pulse of the 
country. Against this background, the Mint issued a small number of sets of gold and silver Proof coins in 1887, the 
first such collection produced since the 1853 (sovereign to half farthing) collection. There were 11 coins in the 1887 
set, the two pound piece making its first appearance in 56 years, and the silver double florin being seen for the first time! 
The superb obverse portrait of Victoria was designed by the internationally acclaimed engraver Joseph Edgar Boehm 
(1834-1890), and his initials J.E.B. appear on the truncation of each specimen.

AN EXCEEDINGLY RARE GOLD PROOF TOKEN OF WILSON AND YOUNGE, SHEFFIELD

So few gold tokens of this era were made that Dalton included them amongst the many silver issues in what has become 
a standard reference, The Silver Token Coinage 1811-12, published in 1922. The beginning of the 19th century was a 
time of great silver shortage as well as fluctuating gold prices, caused by the war in Europe. The Royal Mint was unable 
to produce regal silver coins towards the end of George III’s reign, but the needs of commerce were such that privately 
designed and minted tokens filled some of the public need, all of them listed by region in Dalton’s book. In truth, most 
silver coins went into hiding because the public feared invasion by the French army. No gold coins were minted by the 
Royal Mint in 1812, one of the few years in modern history when there was no such coinage. In years just past, the mint 
had attempted to supply gold coins for homeland use but these had been exported nearly as fast as they were issued, and a 
dearth of gold spread across Britain. A few merchants attempted to lessen the scourge by backing small amounts of gold 
pieces issued in their own names. Evidently the largest issue came from the Sheffield firm whose name appears on this 
coin. It should be remembered that this city was and remains famed for its fine metal work, so a sizable number of gold 
half guineas might have been expected. Just south, in Liverpool, Thos. Wilson & Co. caused a nearly identical coin to be 
made, calling it a Lancashire Token (Dalton 1), also dated 1812. Down in Berkshire, a much larger token in gold appeared 
under the name of I. B. Monck of Reading (Dalton 1), who claimed it was of standard gold and worth 40 shillings, which 
he would pay in banknotes; it featured an image of Alfred the Great and was also dated 1812. A similar piece was made 
in silver, clearly then a token intrinsically of much less value. No other gold tokens were made during this trying historical 
period. How many of each of these three token issues of nearly pure gold were struck appears not to have been recorded 
and is unknown today. All are very rare, indicative of the belief that most were melted when the New Coinage gold began 
to be released in the summer of 1817 by the Royal Mint. Almost all of the known Yorkshire half guineas circulated and 
show wear. A piece such as the presently offered one is especially rare, so finely preserved. The 40 shillings piece is an 
anomaly as its value does not coincide with typically used gold coins. The two half guinea pieces, however, were clearly 
meant for use and are in fact transition issues between the last half guineas and the first half sovereigns. Their historical 
significance is considerable. They are of far greater rarity than are contemporary regal gold coins.

No coins were struck with the intention of circulation dated 1948 or 1949. There was a necessity for a distinct new 
series of designs as a result of partition and Independence. The coins that were originally created for India were struck 
in 1949, but new designs took over from 1950. It is thought that each of the 1949 designs were rejected for various 
reasons, for example the bird of paradise was rejected as it was more often linked to Burma, while the water buffalo 
was native to Pakistan. This lead to a new coinage design and the previous designs were cast aside.

Magnesia ad Maeandrum was the ancient inland city of Ionia, positioned on a small tributary of the Maeander river 
within modern day Turkey. It is one of the last relatively unknown and unexplored archaeological sites in Turkey. The 
cult of Artemis was well established in the region, where the earliest temple dedicated to her stood from c. 6" century 
BC. The temple was rebuilt and treated with the utmost care over the centuries, with Strabo writing that, after the 
rebuild of 220 BC, the temple ‘in size surpassed all sacred enclosures in Asia except two, that at Ephesus and that at 
Didymi’. The city also hosted the quadrennial festival dedicated to the goddess, and they invited representatives from 
across the Greek world. One inscription details over 70 Hellenistic cities who travelled to the games. A superb example 
of the history of the city and the goddess quintessentially captured on a beautiful gold coin.

Brutus was shocked when Caesar pronounced 
himself perpetual dictator and had himself deified in early 44 BC, seemingly going against his plans which Brutus had 
supported. Brutus shortly joined the other senators plotting the assassination. It is famously said that Caesars’ last 
words ‘et tu, Brute?’ were a reflection of his shock at Brutus’ betrayal. It is also suspected to have been a prediction that 
Brutus too shall soon meet his demise. If this were the case, he wasn’t wrong, in late 42 BC he killed himself after being 
defeated at the second battle of Philippi.

Gold coins were not the currency used by ordinary subjects prior to the 18th century, when commerce flourished 
for the nation as a whole as the Industrial Revolution changed the course of history forever. At the end of the 17th 
century, when this coin was struck, its intended use was primarily at court, with the landed gentry, and by banks, just 
then becoming established as true institutions. The value represented by five guineas in gold was just staggering by 
most people’s estimation, equal to the earnings of months of labour for the common man. Gold coins were made in 
limited numbers, the metal itself being scarce, but in fact they offered the finest ‘advertising’ of the country’s wealth, 
both at home and abroad. For this purpose, the portraiture and a new style of reverse (with seashells beside a crowned 
royal shield, replacing the cruciform of the previous two reigns’ large gold) were provided for a pair of monarchs. The 
engraving was performed by James and Norbert Roettiers, whose father, John, was on the verge of retirement by the 
early 1690s. There was cause for this kind of special design: old James II’s abdication, for the sake of his Catholic vows, 
paved the way for new blood mixed with the old, Mary H being his eldest daughter, married to the Protestant William 
of Orange. New faces, a crisp and different royal badge on the reverse of their coins, and fate was sealed: the pair 
accepted the offer of the throne by signing a Declaration of Rights. This established the supremacy of Parliament and 
issued in a new era of politics dominating the old monatchical rights and privileges. And yet, no coin ever looked more 
royal than this splendidly designed, huge piece of golden money.

Until 1954, the existence of this rarity remained unknown to the numismatic community. It first appeared in the 
Hatton Hoard found in Derbyshire, but with the addition of the die number 22 below the shield to the obverse. 


This coin is referred to as ‘first variety’ 827 sovereigns in the Bentley Collection. The coins which also feature the die 
number 22 are referred to as the ‘second type’. 


The number of ‘827’ sovereigns minted is also unknown although it can be deduced, more or less, if the theory 
is correct that the numerical designation appearing on the queen’s bust at the truncation (well hidden from view) 
is that of a bar of gold made into sovereigns. This was in order to make a reliable count of how many sovereigns 
are equal to a gold bar in storage at the Royal Mint or at the Bank of England. Pieces so produced were, at the 
time, nothing but an accounting check for the mint or the bank and all were seemingly bagged and placed into 
commercial circulation. The English sovereign was the world’s measure of money in 1863, and doubtless many of 
these ‘827’ coins were shipped abroad, were used hard and were eventually melted.

450. Italy, Cardinal Giacomo Sannesio (c. 1557/1560-1621), Art Collector and Patron of Caravaggio, cast 
bronze medal, c. 1604, Roman School, unsigned, bust three-quarters |, wearing his Cardinal’s vestments, LAC. 
TIT. S. STEPIANL IN. M. CGEL. PR. CARD. SANNESIV{S], vev. Cardinal’s galero with six tassels either side, 
above shield of arms, a running dog, head turned, star above, 42mm. (Armand II, 137, 12, mis-attributed), 
some tooling to field on obverse, nearly very fine and a medal believed unpublished and of exceptional rarity £200-400 


Giacomo Sannesio was born in Belforte del Chiente, studied law and, on moving to Rome, held several Church 
appointments and served under the younger Cardinal Pietro Aldobrandi (1571-1621), also a patron of the arts. He was 
elevated to Cardinal in 1604 by Pope Clement VIII and appointed Cardinal-Priest of the titular church of Santo Stefano 
Rotondo in Rome (as shown in the medal’s legend). In 1605 he was elected Bishop of Orvieto. Whilst the medal’s 
portrait is close one painted in 1609 by Guido Reni (1575-1642), the detailed legend and Cardinal’s arms, but lack of 
reference to Orvieto, indicates that it is linked to 1604 elevation and appointment, rather than later. Sannesio certainly 
purchased paintings from Caravaggio and his patronage also included the painter Giovanni Lanfranco (1582-1647) 
from about 1606. Sannesio is buried in the church of San Silvestro al Quirinale. 


Alfred Armand lists the medal from a specimen in his own collection (Les médailleurs italiens des XVe et XVIe 
siécles... 1883-1887) but, most unusually, he mis-attributes it to be of the Spanish born Jaime de Casanova (c. 1435- 
1504). Casanova had also been elevated (by Pope Alexander VI) to be Cardinal-Priest of the titular church of Santo 
Stefano Rotondo, though a century before Sannesio, on 31 May, 1503. A second specimen is in the British Museum, 
acquired from George IT (George HI. 1017).

The Four Days’ Battle of the Second Anglo-Dutch War, was fought from 1 June to 4 June 1666, commencing off the 
Flemish coast and ending nearer to the coast of England. It remains one of the longest naval engagements in history.

WORLD MEDALS 


(1) St. James’s Auctions Limited [the Company] acts as agent for the seller.
